COUNCIL QUIDS 



OVER 
RARKING 
CHARGES

SOUTHEND Council has made more than £22 
million from car parking charges in the last five 
years. 

The authority has also clawed in more than £3 
million in parking fines over the same time peri¬ 
od. 

Southend council’s group manager for high¬ 
ways and traffic management, Mehmet Mazhar, 
defended the high amount of money being 
charged, and claimed parking enforcement was 
just one way the authority delivered transport 
strategies in the town. 

He said: “It ensures that motorists increasing¬ 
ly comply with parking restrictions. 

“However, any revenue generated from penal¬ 
ty charges, permit and ticket fees is used to off¬ 
set the costs of providing and effective parking 
management service for the benefit of the wider 
community of Southend. 

“It also ensures improved road safety, and 
helps keep traffic moving on the highway net¬ 
work so residents directly benefit from this. 

The cost of parking fines rocketed to £777,865 
in 2009 / 2010 from £501,602 in 2007 to 2008. 

Money the council gained through parking 
charges and fines is used specifically for 
maintaining on and off street parking, road 


surfaces, markings, signs and pay and display 
machines. 

Some of the money is used to pay the people 
processing the fines and keeping car parks clean 
and tidy. 

Mr Mazhar added: “Many factors could have 


contributed to the increase in payments for 
penalty charges. 

“However, without investigating the particular 
circumstances surrounding each penalty charge 
notice incurred and analysing the results, it 
would be impossible to substantiate the reason.”

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Tale of a Victorian sensation 


TRANSVESTITE prostitutes will take centre 
stage at an Essex Book Festival event in two 
weeks. 

Author Neil McKenna will appear at 
Chelmsford Library to discuss his new book, 
‘Fanny and Stella’. 

The non-fiction book recounts the sensational 
trial of two young men arrested in women’s 
clothes outside the Strand Theatre in 1870. 

The court case, which lifted the curtain on the 
aristocracy’s links to cross-dressing prostitutes, 
dominated the tabloids of the day. 

“It became a Victorian sensation,” says Neil. “It 
was like lifting a stone and seeing a kind of strange 
life you never really suspected was there; drag 
queens, aristocrats, boarding houses, part-time 
prostitutes and boiled sheep lungs used as artifi¬ 
cial breasts.” 

He happened upon the story of Ernest Boulton 
(Stella) and Frederick Park (Fanny) - two 
wannabe actors who made ends meet by selling 
their bodies - while researching his previous book 
‘The Secret Life of Oscar Wilde’, released in 
2003. Neil said: “It’s almost a celebration of a life 
that has disappeared; the life of a Victorian drag 
queen. 

“There was a bit of criminality involved and it is 
sad in places but really, it’s about the sheer joy of 
being Fanny and Stella. 

“They were remarkable and brave. The penalties 
for leading the lives they did were severe - 10 
years to life, with hard labour. “Hard labour was a 
death sentence. You wouldn’t last much more than 
four years.” 

Neil pieced the story together from court tran¬ 
scripts, letters, legal documents and contempora¬ 
neous media reports. 

His research brought him to Chelmsford, where 
Frederick Park once worked for Gepp and Sons 
Solicitors and the pair would often tour their the¬ 
atre productions. 

It was at the Essex Records Office that he 
unearthed the only surviving photographs of the 
drag duo. 

Neil believes his painstaking research could

even lead to an alteration in the Oxford English 
Dictionary. 

He explained: “The OED lists the first known 
use of the word ‘camp’ in 1909, but I found a let¬ 
ter from Stella, written in 1868, where she refers 
to her ‘campish undertakings’.” 

‘Fanny and Stella’ has garnered far more atten¬ 
tion than Neil expected. 

He said: “I’m surprised, delighted and also very 
grateful that so many people beyond the gay com¬ 
munity are reading such a gloriously, defiantly gay 
book. 

Although the book is now on shelves, Neil said 
he would still love to hear from anyone with sto¬ 
ries about Fanny and Stella’s Essex exploits.

Fundraisers’ gruelling trek 


A BRAVE adventurer will be trekking through the 
jungle to raise money for charity.

Kerry said: “We feel really fortunate to all be in 
good enough health to undertake such a physical

The scheme allows local councils to 
take decisions currently made by cen¬ 
tral Government and could cut down on 
the amount of red tape the council has 
to deal with speeding up the process of 
regeneration. 

Leader of Southend Council, Nigel 
Hodlcroft, said being nominated was 
great news. 

He said: “In the first wave of this 
scheme last autumn eight cities were 
chosen, so we are more than pleased 
we have been chosen in the second 
wave. 

“We have put forward a proposal to 
Government and it has been successful. 

“Over the next few months we will 
be talking to Government about our 
proposals. 

“The bespoke part of the bid is about 
regeneration.” 

Buildings that may become focuses 
in town may include derelict tower 
blocks in Victoria Avenue, and Victoria 
House being turned into flats or 
offices. 

Cllr Holdcroft added Southend could 
become a pioneer in regeneration for 
other local authorities in the UK. 

He said: “We don’t know the final 
details, but it may give us the opportu¬ 
nity to drive forward regeneration and 
create employment and investment in 
the borough.” 


SOUTHEND Council will be bid¬ 
ding to become a City of Culture in 
2017. 

The authority missed out on 
becoming a City of Culture this year 
with the award going to Derry 
instead. 

Southend Councillor for culture 


and tourism, Derek Jarvis, said he 
thought that Southend would be a 
good contender to receive the status. 

He said: “We will be putting a bid 
in to become the City of Culture. 

“We put so much work in last year 
we don’t want to waste the work we 
have done already. 


“It is part of the cultural proposal 
we are putting together for 2020 that 
will see an increase in cultural events 
going on in and around the town. 

“We have a series of aims we want 
to achieve by that date and becoming 
a City of Culture is one of those. 

“So far it has been big cities that 


have got the award like Derry and 
Glasgow, but as a smaller town I 
think we can achieve it. 

“We have a lot of support from the 
Arts Council in the town through 
Metal so I am hoping we will get it.” 

The bid for 2017 has to be complet¬ 
ed by Thursday, February 28.

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Call for council transparency 


A COUNCILLOR is calling for Southend 
Council to be more transparent. 

Independent councillor, Richard 
Morgan, said he feels documents and 
agendas being presented to members of 
the council are being written so questions 
cannot be asked about the finances of the 
authority. 

Cllr Morgan said: “I have had a couple 
of occasions recently where documents I 
am given about issues I am going to vote 
on don’t make sense. 

“Some of the documents have next to no 
information so I don’t know how council¬ 
lors can vote on issues if they are not pre¬ 
sented with the full information. 

“I can’t make democratic decisions for 
the people I represent, if that is classed as 
democracy, I want to know what form it is. 

“What I have been presented for the 
forthcoming budget is confusion. I think it 
is designed to be confusing so people 
don’t stick their noses into the financial 
running of the town.” 

Cllr Morgan also said that officers can 
be prone to using more words than is nec¬ 
essary, a practice known as pleonasm. 

A spokesman for Southend Council dis¬ 
missed Cllr Morgan’s claims. 

Head of communications, Joanna Ruffle, 
said: “We produce our council agendas 
and reports using a standard format. 

“The reports are presented with clear 
headings and sufficient detail to ensure 
that informed decisions can be made. 

“These reports are prepared by council 
officers who specialise in the relevant area 
being covered. 

“We make every effort to ensure the 
information given can be clearly under¬ 
stood, especially where the subject matter 
being covered is highly technical in 
nature.”

S ciatica "Si-at-ika" is a group of symptoms 
involving pain in the buttock and back of 
the leg, only usually on one side of the 
body.

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Music night is on The Edge

A LONG-RUNNING free music night in 
Basildon has changed venue. 

Professional musician Joe Hymas has 
been running the weekly gig for 22 years, 
most of which were spent at the 
Castlemayne in the Knares. 

The event is now preparing to transfer 
to The Edge, opposite Basildon Bowl. 

Joe said: “This is a bigger venue. We’re 
hoping it will give the night a bit of a 
boost.” 

Joe, a session musician who has 
worked for the BBC, ITV and Universal 
Pictures, started running the nights when 
he was 18. 

He said: “I was looking for gigs for my 


band and there weren’t many places to 
play, especially for alternative musicians. 

“We started organising our own gigs 
and as they got more popular, people 
started asking if they could play with us. 
Then it sort of evolved into my booking 
gigs that my band wasn’t even playing 
at.” 

He said he always tried to present an 
array of different music and that he 
required groups to play their own, origi¬ 
nal songs. 

He said: “We have indie, rock, funk, 
ska, rap... There is talent out there. There 
are a lot of good ideas coming out of this 
town.” 

Joe, 40, has made a living from music 
by giving guitar lessons, working as a 
session musician and playing at festivals 


like Glastonbury and the Isle of Wight. 

However, he described the weekly 
music nights as a ‘labour of love’. 

He said: “A lot of venues want to 
charge you to play there, charge you to 
use the PA system, charge your mates £5 
to get in and only give £1 to you. 

“We don’t charge the bands or the audi¬ 
ence. We get a percentage of the money 
behind the bar and that’s shared equally 
with the bands. We don’t want to rip the 
players off, we want to help them out.” 

Joe will hold two trial nights at The 
Edge to see whether the venue is a good 
fit. 

The first will be held at 8pm tomorrow 
(Thursday) at 8pm. The night will feature 
sets by Emy’s Parade, And These Shores 
and Jackson’s Warehouse.

Fall man in Council tax arrest 


MAN who died while being taken into custody 
was being arrested for not paying his council tax. 

Steven Bore, 31, of Canvey, was arrested on a 
warrant over non payment of council tax by police 
officers on a houseboat at the Smallgains Marina 
shortly after midnight on Sunday, February 17. 

Mr Bore’s death is being investigated by the 
Independent Police Complaints Commission (IPCC). 

In a statement, the IPCC said that the two offi¬ 
cers said they were escorting Mr Bore to a nearby 
police car when he fell from a wooden jetty onto 
an embankment. 

An ambulance was called just before 12.30am 
and he was taken to Basildon Hospital where he 
was pronounced dead at 2.43am. The IPCC was 
notified about the fall about 1.30am and an inves¬ 
tigator was sent to assess the scene. 


IPCC commissioner, Mary Cunneen, said: "I 
would like to extend my condolences to Mr Bore's 
family and friends at this very difficult time. It is 
vital when someone dies in the custody of the 
police that an investigation is conducted indepen¬ 
dently of the force involved. 

The IPCC has been unable to confirmed whether 
Mr Bore was handcuffed during his arrest or 
whether either of the two police officers involved 
attempted to help resuscitate him after his fall. 

IPCC investigators said that they will be seeking 
to speak with the person who was with Mr Bore at 
the time of his arrest. They are expecting to gath¬ 
er further evidence as the investigation progresses. 
A post mortem was conducted on Monday to 
establish cause of death but results were inconclu-

There 
should be 
no scope for 
profit 

DESPITE the published 
opposition from 118 
Consultants, 24 GPs and 
many patients, the NHS East 
Regional Health Authority 
continues to promote its pro¬ 
posal to transfer blood testing 
analyses from Southend and 
Basildon Hospitals to 
Bedford, 88 miles away. 

It would be subject to trans¬ 
port delays that could harm 
patient care or even lead to 
death where the start of vital 
treatment is delayed awaiting 
the results of tests. 

To date, there have been 
only two reasons given for 
the proposal. Both lack con¬ 
viction. 

The first reason given is 
that £1.2 billion would be 
saved over 20 years across 
the Eastern Health Region 
which is totally unprovable in 
the face of the vagaries of 
events over that period of 
time. 

The other reason given is 
that pathology services in the 
Eastern Health Region have 
developed in an inconsistent 
manner, whatever that means. 
It certainly does not appear to 
have any relevance to the pre¬ 
sent efficient service provid¬ 
ed by Southend Hospital 
where results are achieved 


within two hours. 

The blood test analyses pro¬ 
posed at Bedford will be 
undertaken by an organisa¬ 
tion, GSTS, which is a ven¬ 
ture between a private firm 
Serco and Kings College and 
St. Thomas Hospitals. 

However, GSTS is still 
awaiting accreditation for its 
cellular pathology and 
haematology services, unlike 
Southend and Basildon hospi¬ 
tals which have full clinical 
pathology accreditation for 
all their pathology services. 

Dr Michael Mills, a retired 
Southend Hospital consultant 
haematologist has said “....the 
body responsible for this 
highly important decision 
appears to have lacked any 
form of haematological or 
biochemical input into the 
decision making but saw fit 
to award the contract to a lab¬ 
oratory without accredita¬ 
tion.” 

Documents obtained under 
the Freedom of Information 
Act by Corporate Watch has 
also revealed that there were 
400 clinical incidents in 2011 
including losing and mis¬ 
labelling samples at St 
Thomas’ labs. It also failed to 
meet the agreed turnaround 
times for tests 46 times in 
2011 with ‘critical care risk 
levels’ breached 14 times. A 
previous attempt to transfer 
blood testing analyses to a 
private company in Wales 
also proved ineffective and 
was quickly returned to 
Southend. 

The suspicion is that the 


plan is to privatise all NHS 
blood testing services eventu¬ 
ally but private enterprises, 
except for those providing 
luxury services for the 
wealthy, rely on making prof¬ 
it from least-cost products or 
services, and selling them at 
the highest possible price. 

There should be no scope 
for profit within the NHS and 
all sources of finance should 
be kept totally within the 
NHS and not distributed to 
shareholders, some of whom 
may not even be citizens of 
this country and certainly 
without any concern for 
patient safety if it reduces 
profit. 

The ideological premise that 
private companies are more 
efficient than NHS staffs is a 
myth that has been demon¬ 
strated time and time again, 
not least from the neglect and 
even deaths of patients in pri¬ 
vate care homes where least- 
cost contracts have sadly 
proven, at times, to be what a 
cynic such as myself, might 
call ‘contract killings.’ 

Of course we must have 
cost conscious finance man¬ 
agers but there is no reason 
why they cannot and should 
remain as NHS employees 
with the interests of the 
organisation and patient wel¬ 
fare as their ultimate guide¬ 
line. 

The scandal at the Stafford 
hospital may eventually be 
blamed on the pressure to 
meet Government cutback 
targets, but hospital 
Managers, supported by local

MPs, should have the courage 
to stand up and fight for ser¬ 
vices when they are under 
threat and patient care could 
be harmed. 

That is what we have seen 
at Southend Hospital where 
so many highly respected 
senior staff have nailed their 
flags to the mast and voiced 
their concern that the transfer 
of blood tests will harm 
patient care. 

Sadly, most of our local 
MPs, who should be support¬ 
ing the interests of their con¬ 
stituents, appear to lack a 
proper understanding of the 
issue or of giving respect to 
the evidence of those in the 
front line at Southend and 
Basildon Hospitals. We must 
hope that we do not end up 
with a sadly weakened ser¬ 
vice because enough people 
did not speak out before it 
was too late.

slaughtered in the halal way. 

Like the majority of people 
in this country who are not 
Muslim, we are very much 
against the killing of con¬ 
scious animals and want to be 
sure that the meat eaters 
amongst us can make well 
informed choices from truth¬ 
ful and accurate labelling of 
the meat that we buy and can 
be confident that the animals 
we eat have been pre-stunned 
before slaughter. Muslims 
would not want or expect to 
eat meat from an animal that 
is not fully conscious at the 
time of slaughter, however, 
non-Muslims find this type 
of slaughter cruel and unac¬ 
ceptable. 

We were shocked to read an 
article recently that stated 
that all New Zealand lamb is 
slaughtered using the halal 
method, as are most chickens, 
and we have written to 


Andrew Rosindell MP, the 
Food Standards Agency, 
Havering Council and Defra 
asking for their comments. 

However, 
what with the demand for 
more and more cheaper meat, 
it will inevitably be the ani¬ 
mals that suffer the most.

‘Terms & conditions apply. 
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Landlord Question 


I have heard that tenancies are automatically assured shorthold tenancies (AST) and that a tenant is, therefore, entitled to 
a minimum term of at least six months. Suppose I rent my house out and there is a vacant gap of say three months 
between two long-term tenants which I would like to fill with a short three-month contract. Does this six-month minimum 
rule on ASTs mean that it is impossible for me to enforce a fixed three-month term for a short-term tenant? Other people 
have told me yes, which seems ridiculous! 

Think Property Answer 

Since 28 February 1997, all tenancies in England and Wales are automatically assured shorthold tenancies under section 
19A of the Housing Act 1996 - unless the landlord specifically grants an assured tenancy in writing, which is a rare 
occurrence today. 

The AST will have a statutory minimum of six months security of tenure - whether the tenancy was granted verbally or in 
writing - because an order for possession cannot take effect earlier than six months after the beginning of the tenancy 
under section 21 (5) of the Housing Act 1988. 

There is nothing to prevent you from granting a short-term three-month tenancy to a tenant. If the tenant agrees to leave 
when the three-month fixed term ends, there is no problem. 

However, you will have a problem if the tenant refuses to leave by mutual surrender at the end of the three months. You 
would then have to gain possession though the court in order to evict the tenant and that would initially require service of 
a notice seeking possession under section 21 (1) (b) of the Housing Act 1988 within the fixed term, or a section 21 (4) 
notice if the fixed period has expired. 

You could then apply for a possession order as soon as the notice has expired, but the date for possession could be no 
earlier than six months after the start date of the tenancy. For example, if the tenancy commenced 1 January, 2010, the 
earliest date that a court could order possession would be 30 June, 2010. 

You would not be able to install a new tenant into the accommodation until you have lawfully gained possession and 
evicted the previous tenant.

Q. Is there really a housing crisis, or are 
we just talking ourselves into believing it? 

A. Ah, a nice easy one for a change! 

I suppose, to an extent, the answer to your 
question depends on how you define a crisis. It 
could certainly be argued, for example, that in these relatively comfortable times 
we tend to use the term a little too readily. 

Of course, I am not in any sense seeking to downplay the very real difficulties that 
some individuals and families may currently be facing. But the fact is that we (and 
more particularly the press) love to blow these things out of proportion. 
Politicians likewise - either in order to blame it all on the other party, or to make 
themselves look like saviours of the nation when they come up with the solution! 

So, negative equity is routinely described as a “nightmare,” while people are said 
to be “trapped” in their current property. But is it? And are they? After all, 
negative equity doesn’t matter at all if you look on your property as a home, to 
be lived in for the foreseeable future. Similarly, how many of those described as 
trapped really need to move - for example, because a change of circumstances 
means they can no longer afford the mortgage, or because of work, or a growing 
family? How many of them, on the other hand, are simply frustrated because they 
aren’t currently in a position to exercise what they have been encouraged to think 
of as their right to take the next step up the so-called property ladder? 
Interestingly, a recent public opinion poll has found that while a majority of people 
believe there is a housing crisis in Britain as a whole, only a minority regard it as 
a problem in their own area - which suggests either that most people don’t know 
what’s going on in their own backyard, or that the situation is rather more 
complicated and rather less “crisis-like” than the press and politicians would 
have us all believe! 

Perhaps the bottom line is this. The overwhelming majority of people who want 
a roof over their head in this country, have one. It might not be the roof they 
would ideally like; they may be renting instead of buying - but they do have 
somewhere to call home. And that’s something to be thankful for.

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A jolly good sport

T HE Suzuki Swift Sport 
has long been a car 
embraced by serious dri¬ 
vers who know a great han¬ 
dling car when they see it. The 
latest car hopes to retain that 
hard core of customers while 
also appealing to a broader 
client base. It gets a little more 
power, even sharper handling 
and better efficiency but the 
overall aim might be scotched 
by its lookalike styling. 

There’s a video on Youtube 
that I like to show people 
when illustrating that a car’s 
power isn’t everything. It fea¬ 
tures a Porsche Cayman on 
the Nurburgring. The driver is 
clearly working hard at the 
wheel but his rear view mir¬ 
rors are full of something 
upright and red and it won’t 
go away. A Suzuki Swift 
Sport. 

The Cayman is squealing its 
tyres and leaping over kerbs in 
a vain attempt to shake the lit¬ 
tle Japanese box but to no 
avail. Granted, the Swift is 
stripped, caged and has had 
a light tune but it’s a testa¬ 


ment to the rightness of the 
formula. The reason I know 
how fast that Swift was mov¬ 
ing is because it was me at 
the wheel of the Porsche. 

The Swift Sport is the default 
option for a number of driving 
schools at the Ring, drawn to 
its reliability, its excellent chas¬ 
sis setup and the size of the 
grin it paints on the faces of 
those who’ve never driven the 
track at speed before. 

The Swift Sport has never 
been about pure power. 

Suzuki could easily shoehorn a 
200bhp engine into the thing, 
but that would just make it 
uninsurable for younger dri¬ 
vers. Instead, and rather sensi¬ 
bly, engine power has been 
modest, the latest car mas¬ 
saging peak horsepower up 
from the old car’s 123 to a still 
distinctly manageable 134bhp. 

Straight line performance 
improves marginally, but 
Suzuki has devoted much of 
their attention - and rightly so 
- to developing the Swift’s 
chassis dynamics so it offers 
even more poise and control. 

The torsion beam rear sus¬ 
pension has been tuned to 


offer better rigidity and wheel 
control, while beefier rear 
wheel bearings enhance sta¬ 
bility at the rear under hard 
cornering. Both front and rear 
springing is firmer and the 
front struts provide greater roll 
stiffness. 

Modifications to the steering 
and gearbox bracing, suspen¬ 
sion subframe and front wheel 
bearings all improve rigidity 
and allow the front suspension 
to work without having to 
cope with chassis flex involve¬ 
ment. The result is handling 
that’s even more faithful than 
its predecessor. 

This Swift doesn’t look a 
whole lot different to the old 
one. It retains that car’s sit up 
and beg styling, with big 
headlights and an airy 
glasshouse. A deeper front 
spoiler helps with the sports 
appeal and the wheels look to 
fill the arches rather more con¬ 
vincingly. The large front grille 
is flanked by finned fog lamp 
bezels that add even more 
sporting character. 

Newly developed high-inten¬ 
sity discharge headlamps with 
a metallic-grey coating as well 


as new design rear combina¬ 
tion lamps lend the Swift 
Sport a more upmarket look. 

The old Swift’s interior was 
very basic and while the new 
car won’t have you wondering 
if you’re behind the wheel of 
an Audi A8, it does at least 
look a little more involving. It 
remains very driver focused, 
with a trio of overlapping dials 
in the instrument binnacle and 
a tapered centre console that 
draws the eye to the gear 
lever that marshals the six- 
speed manual transmission. 
The sports seats offer plenty 
of lateral support and the view 
out of the car is better than in 
most rivals, thanks again to 
that upright seating position 
and big glass area. 

Even a car as focused on 


fun as this can’t escape the 
fact that many buyers look to 
economy and emissions when 
drawing up a shortlist of con¬ 
tenders. Fortunately it scores 
fairly well with C02 emissions 
being trimmed from the old 
car’s rather unspectacular 
165g/km to a more manage¬ 
able but still not class-leading 
147g/km. 

Fuel economy improves as 
well, from 39.8 to 44.1 mpg. 

Despite its modest power 
output the old Swift Sport was 
saddled with an insurance rat¬ 
ing of Group 23 which, cou¬ 
pled with its relatively high 
emissions, put a cap firmly on 
its residual values. The latest 
car will need to do a lot better 
if it’s to resist depreciation. 

The Suzuki Swift Sport has 


been a car that didn’t always 
look great on paper but made 
all kinds of sense after a B- 
road blast. The latest model 
looks to retain the fun factor 
but builds on the sort of things 
that get customers into the 
showroom in the first place. 

It’s quicker yet cleaner, drinks 
less fuel and offers a far more 
impressive interior. 

Best of all, the premise of its 
predecessor has been carried 
forward. Yes, it needs to 
broaden its appeal, but at 
heart the Swift Sport has 
always been a car for those 
who know their onions. 

The problem is that it looks 
too similar to its predecessor 
for much of the public to cot¬ 
ton onto the fact that it’s a dif¬ 
ferent car.

Southend were able to field one of their 
strongest sides of the season for their 
rearranged National 2 game against 
Clifton. 

The return to the team of James Arm¬ 
strong and Adam Ferrier bolstered the 
front row giving the pack more stability 
and allowing scrum half Sam Amott 
more time for his distribution. 

The importance of the game reflected 
a rather frantic start before Southend 
settled into a rhythm that Clifton found 
difficult to cope with. But it was not 
before they scored the first try of the 
game taking them into an early 5 point 
lead. 

Not deterred Southend fought back 
and soon replied with a typical darting 
finish by Sam Amott who dived over in 
the corner. Frost missed the difficult 
conversion attempt against the wind but 
the score moved to 5-5. 

The next twenty minutes saw 
Southend kicking away possession with 
the ball holding up against the wind 
allowing the Clifton receivers plenty of 
time to steady themselves for the catch. 
But it was all Southend with play main¬ 
ly confined to the Clifton end of the 
field. Eventually Southend won a penal¬ 
ty that led to one of the strangest tries 
that your scribe has ever seen. 

Andrew Frost elected to try and kick 
the points. His effort against the stiff 
swirling breeze started right of the posts 
and then hooked wildly left. Missing the 
left hand post by some distance the ball 
dipped sharply catching the watching 
Clifton players by surprise. It hit one of 
them on the shoulder and bounced away 
and into the grateful arms of Chris 
Vaughan who was racing forward in 
support of the kick. He touched down 
smartly. 

This time Frost’s conversion kick 
sailed between the posts and Southend 
moved into a 12-5 lead. 

Southend gathered the ball from the 
re-start and launched another attack. 
Keeping the ball in hand this time, they 
raced forward exchanging passes until 


the ball ended in the hands of the ever 
improving Harry Hudson who charged 
forward to score in the near comer. Frost 
was unlucky with his difficult kick but 
Southend moved on to 17-5. 

Frost was successful with a penalty 
kick just before halftime, it took 
Southend into the break with a much 
deserved 20-5 lead. 

With the wind now behind them 
Southend resumed their kicking game 
this time with much more success. The 
Clifton receivers found it difficult to 
judge the flight of the ball causing fum¬ 
bles and breakdowns that allowed 
Southend to utilise their much improved 
turnover skills. 

With Adam Ferrier’s accurate throw 
ins continuing to pay dividends 
Southend were in the ascendancy and 
forcing Clifton back. Another souring 
kick saw fly half Bradley Burr bravely 
jump and snatch the ball out of the sky. 
It was swiftly moved across the field to 
speedster Mark Billings who raced for¬ 
ward over the line, he cut inside and 
touched down under the posts for an 
easy conversion from Frost. 27-5. 


The next ten minutes saw a try fest 
from Southend. The first from Bradley 
Burr who burst through and scored. 
Another conversion from Frost. 34-5. 

The next from the ever popular Andrew 
McClintock. Using his height, weight and 
power he scored a typical forwards try, 
again converted by Frost. 41-5. 

Then one from Danny Cleare, on for 
Mike Stanley. Frost continued his good 
work and converted again. 48-5. 

With only sixty six minutes gone and 
Southend out of sight, Ferrier, Bailey, 
Green and Amott left the field to be 
replaced by Keenan, Strachan, Cook 
and Daly respectively. The team seemed 
to lose it’s shape and were made to pay 
as Clifton ran in three tries during the 
last ten minutes. Converting two of 
them it took the final score to 48-24 and 
they took a bonus point back up the M4 
to Bristol. 

Southend’s five point bonus win took 
them to within four points of 13th. 
placed Fydney with two games in hand. 
They need to continue with their good 
form when they welcome Bournemouth 
to Warners Park next Saturday.
